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ton, but acted nevertheless according to the best of their ability.
When all these circumstances ave duly censidered. and when it is also
vecollectell that some of the expenditures were made at a period of
great peril, when an invading enemy was advaucing from the de-
struction of our Capital. against the home of your memovialists, who
were then unable to obtaiu the immediate assistance of Government,
your memorialists confidently trust they will be dealt with in that
spirit of liberality which ought to characterise the representatives of
a great People.

Your memorialists, therefore, pray your honorable body to tuke
their case into consideration, and to grant them such relief as may ap-
pear just and reasonable ; and they, as in duty bound, will pray, &c.
